Interesting discussion lately on the Fire-L (firefighters mailing list) 
about a flashlight that exploded on a firefighter. 


Investigation by NIOSH (National Institute for Occupational Safety and 
Health) 

pointed as the most likely cause was mixing of batteries with different 
charge states. Excessive hydrogen gas was produced and an explosion 


resulted. 
Most flashlights used by firefighters (and others) are air and water tight. 


Any hydrogen produced is either vented through a 1 way check valve or 
absorbed by a 

chemical. An explosive concentration of hydrogen is developed if the rate 
of 

hydrogen production is higher than rate of absorption or release. 


Report states that this can happen with batteries from different 
manufacturers, 
types, or charge status.

A region of sunspots can develop strong magnetic fields between the spots. 
A BETA group is when magnetic fields leave one spot and re-enter the sun 
through another spot ... that is, one spot has a "north" pole, the other a 
"south" pole (also known as a "bipolar" magnetic field). Often these 
magnetic field lines will stretch ten thousands of miles between spots. 


On a very "hot" sunspot group, these magnetic fields become very intense 
and very close to eachother. This is known as a DELTA group ... very 
strong, close knit magnetic field lines between spots, and is often an 
indicator of a possible major flare about to occur. Usually when a DELTA 
group begins to form, various agencies will issue a major flare alert. 


Then when a large flare does occur, it occurs underneath this strong 
magnetic field line, such that the field lines tends to "suck up" mass 
from the sun forming a halo (as the mass swirls along the field lines). 
This is a coronal mass ejection (CME). Of course to be a true CME, some 
of this mass must be propelled away from the sun to escape these magnetic 
field lines, where they travel outward into space. And if they just 
happen to travel along the solar wind plane to impact the earth, it will 
smack into our magnetic field, causing it to distort and wiggle, causing 
huge electrical currents to be generated, meaning lots of noise on HF, 
and your basic geomagnetic storm. 


I'll be a PacifiCon next few days and away from email. But keep an eye 
on the solar reports for further large flare activity from this area. If 
anybody gets the daily RGSA, you might want to forward it to qrp-l if 
activity continues to be active. 


You can check for flare activity yourself at: 

www.sec.noaa.gov/today.html 
Scroll down the "Today's Space Weather" page a bit until you get to the 
x-ray energy plot. You'll see todays X1 flare as the background x-ray 
power sudden increases several orders of magnitude, and returns to normal 
very quickly. (That is the definition of an IMPULSIVE flare, BTW). Some 
flares will produce x-rays for an hour or longer. 


Another nice site is: www.dxlc.com and go to the solar report. It also 
has some nice (updated daily) plots of the solar flux, A-index and the 


solar wind velocity and density ... along with a brief description of 
current solar and geomagnetic conditions and forecasts.

Hi everyone, 


We in the NC20 development team have determined that the number of 
windings on PA collector choke T8 should be reduced from 10 to 6 turns. 
With the original number of turns on T8, the inductance is too high and 
there is a probability that some low frequency oscillations might occur 
at certain power levels and load conditions. These oscillations could 
cause spurious output at higher frequencies. 


The recommended procedure is to remove 4 of the 10 bifilar turns, and 
then expand the remaining 6 bifilar turns around the core to allow 
reinstalling into the PCB pads. 


David Meacham, W6EMD, mentioned this in an earlier analysis to the NC20 
development reflector, and I verified it by careful monitoring of my 
prototype NC20 and on the final NC20 kit as well. While listening to the 
NC20 transmitting into a dummy load on another receiver (my K2) setup 
nearby, I could hear a slight low frequency buzzing on the carrier. After 
modifying the prototype and listening to it again, I could no longer 
detect this buzz. A comparison of the signal on the un-modified NC20 
verified it still had the low frequency content on the signal. I 
susbsequently modified it, and the buzz disappeared on it also. 


This spurious content was not detectable on an monitor scope, as it is 
very low in frequency and amplitude, possibly in the 40-100 Hz range. 
That might explain why it is not readliy seen on a spectrum analyzer, 
Since typically much higher frequencies nearer to the desired signal are 
displayed. But it is audible on the signal when listening with a nearby 
receiver, and could spawn other undesireable signals and cause slight 
instability. You would probably never hear it over the air from a distant 
NC20, but it should be corrected as a matter of good RF engineering. 


If you tend to work with antennas that are not well matched, you might 
want to reduce the value of R80. This is the base-to-ground resistor on 
the PA transistor. Tests I've performed indicate the NC20 can be made 
almost unconditionally stable this way, into badly mismatched antennas, 
or even with no antenna at all connected to the output. 


The recommended value for R80 is 10 ohms. If your NC20 is somewhat low in 
output, this change may reduce your maximum output slightly. In that case 
you might want to investigate the reason for low output, as all of our 
rigs in the development team have been capable of at least 7 watts output 
at maximum drive. 


Some possible causes of low output (in order of likelyhood) would be: 


Improper bandpass filter adjustment 

Low VFO drive (bad J310, poor 2N5179) 

Incorrect winding of any of the toroids in the TX stages 

Incorrect parts placement or bad parts in the TX bandpass filter, driver, 
and PA lowpass filter. 

A poor 2SC1969 PA device. 


If everything checks out, and your maximum output is still in the 5-6 
watt range with R80 at the original 22 ohms, you could use a 12-15 ohm 
resistor for R80 and still maintain at least 5 watts output and highly 
stable operation even into reactive loads. The Norcal resistor kit is a 
good source for these value resistors. I am using a 12 ohm resistor in 
both of my NC20s and still have up to 7 watts output at 13.8 v and at 
full drive. I plan to reduce R80 to 10 ohms after some more testing is 
done. 


Lowering the base resistor in this manner is detailed in the ARRL's Solid 
State Design book as a method of taming instability in high gain RF power 
devices. These devices typically have very low input impedance and very 
high gain in the 3.5 to 21 MHz range. The driver stage in the NC20 is 
designed to work into a low impedance like this, and is capable of plenty 
of drive using two PN2222 transistors in parallel. Having a low R value 
on the PA's base and plenty of drive results in the most stable operation 
under all conditions. 


I have checked with Dave Fifield, the designer of the NC20 and Red Hot 
Radio kits, and he agrees that this change should be made to the Norcal 
club kits. He also is implementing these changes into the Red Hot Radio 
kits for both 20m and 40m as a part of the continuing evolution of these 
fine transceivers. 


As in any product, there are always improvements to be found well after 
the transfer into production. We intend these for the mods to improve 
what is already a very good QRP rig, and hope that you will appreciate 
that effort. Both of my rigs have excellent signal characteristics, as 
many of you have told me after a QSO. Thanks for your support of the NC20 
project, and let me know if there are any questions or if any of us in 
the NC20 team can help. 


If any of you have worked Ken, N4S0, using his NC20, you know how good an 
NC20 can sound. We have worked with Ken (and many others) to get his kit 
purring smoothly, and it shows by the number of DX stations he has worked 
as a result. Good work, Ken. 


It is probably too late for these mods to appear in the upcoming issue of 
QRPp that has all of the other mods I documented, so please save or print 
this information for later referral. 


PS. Have you eliminated your chirp yet? ;-)

ARRL Hosts the QRP ARCI for a Black Cat Halloween Special Event 


On October 30 and 31, 1999 the American Radio Relay League will host the 
QRP Amateur Radio Club International for a "Black Cat" QRP on-the-air 
party for all QRPers. Fox two days, W1AW/QRP will be on the air using 
the actual original Tuna Tin 2 transmitter designed and built by Doug 
DeMaw, W1FB! The "Black Cat" theme was chosen to tie the Tuna Tin 2 to 
Halloween, for a night of ghostly fun that QRPers can talk about for 
years. 


The Tuna Tin 2, so called because it used a common tuna fish tin for a 
chassis and two 2N2222 transistors was introduced to the world in May, 
1976 in a QST feature article by Doug DeMaw. For many hams, it served 
both as their first QRP experience, and their first building experience. 


Even though it disappeared under mysterious circumstances from the ARRL 
Lab, it was later rediscovered at a hamfest over 100 miles away from 
ARRL HQ. Rescued from an ingominious end under that hamfest table by Ed 
Hare, WIRFI, a well-known QRPer who works in the ARRL Lab, it was 
restored to full operation in June of 1999 by Bruce Muscolino W6TOY/3.

Hi Gang, and happy Friday! I've been playing with this 
really cool spectrum display unit, SDU-100 I got in 
a oscillator trade. It is really cool! 


Am looking for suggestions from people familiar with 
this type of instrument. Mostly add-on suggestions and 
also to hear of their experiences with it. 


What it is: 


It has a fixed input IF with spectral display on a monochrome 
monitor as wide as +/- 5 MHz and as narrow as +/- 50 KHz 
also includes a timedomain feature. 


You may select a center frequency by parts substitution 
anywhere in 6 ranged: 3.6-15 MHz, 14.5-28 MHz, 28-44 MHz, 
35.5-53 MHz, 54-69 MHz and 63-79 MHz. It is a decent 
receiver with max input of -50 dBm and a fairly quiet 
noise floor on the display spec'd at -130 dBm. This is 
an 80 dB dynamic range. Also scaled with 6dB S-units 

on the right vertical graticule with S9=50 uV. 


Anyway, I'm dreaming of applications for this thing! Obviously 
it can monitor the IF output of a RX and that is it's primary 
purpose, but with a 10 Mhz bandwidth, it has potential for 
signal monitoring.

All the discussion about using suuper glue in Manhattan construction 


reminded me of another way of doing the same thing.It was published in 
QST some years ago, but I don't remember the author. It used pads made 
from the thinner PC material-.032" I think. With a hobby knife cut a thin 
slice of hot melt glue and position it where the pad is to go. Place the 
pad over the glue and touch an iron to the pad for a few seconds. Iron 
heats the pad which heats the glue and voilla, a glued down pad. If you 
want to move the pad around a little, heat it and slide it to the new 
location. I used this method in several projects and it worked fine for 
me. Sometimes the glue will soften when soldering to the pad but after 
soldering the glue joint is as strong as ever. 

You might want to experiment with this method.
